New York, March 29.— Ruilroad men 
have lon« been watching tho mauoouvers of 
President Van Home, of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, wondering whether lie 
would builrl a rival line from across the 
b irder or buy or lease ono of the established 
t-unk lines, sous to stcure on entry into 
New York City. Mr. Van Home, who is 
regarded as a clever railroad man, lias been 
on the warpatli for several years, hut has a 
faculty for covering up his trucks. He 
neither built, nor bought, nor leased, but 
by a series of skillful moves got whut he 
wanted from the company that had the 
best terminal hereabouts, President 
Chauncoy Depew has said it would be a 
good thing lor hot i companies, The 
arrangements would uivc the Vunderbilts a 
traueontinental line from Novu Scotia to 
Vancouver, and the foreign roads would 
briny a great amount of business to the 
ntetiopolis. 

"A'ong 2 250 miles of tho Canadian Paci- 
fic," siid Mr. Depew, "trains are never out 
of sight of u saw mill. The Nca- York Cen- 
tral »ill get from ihe north products which 
go in other ways .it present. Pro-rating 
arrungi'tnunts will en ible the Central to 
reach any point in the British possessions 
at the lowest possible rate, and New York 
merchants will get the benefit of corres- 
pondingly low rates. Kieijht will gu 
ihroughiu both directions without break- 
ing bulk, and fast through trai ,s will be a 
feature. The Canadian Pacific will run its 
own trains imo Weehawken, where tho 
West Shore, with two and a half mile-iot 
water frontage, will give it ample terminal 
facilities. Freight intended for Now York 
city will come in over the tracks of the 
New York Central. As for passenger ser- 
vice, the Canadian Pacific may have its 
own tracks if it likes, but probably through 
car service, like that iu connection with the 
Lake Shore road, will suffice."

The Canadian Pacific now 
enters many of the great commercial cities 
of the United Kta'es. ]5y a trullic arrange- 
ment with the Boston & Miine, and practi- 
cally a voice iu the man igeinent of that 
road, it gi-ts an ent-uno i • ■ t p* Host-m und a 
strong holtl of all Kew KfigTpu! Tho "Wa- 
bash lets it into Chicago, and by melt 111 of

St. Paul, while arrangements with other 
roads let it in o Sioux City tn connect with 
the trans-continental roads. It is not amen- 
able to t he interstate commerce law, and 
whenever, dining the past year or two, 
there have been r-te disturbances at junc- 
tion points named, the Canadian Pacific lias 
not often escaped suspicion, Mr. Depew 
did not say wh.it would be the effect of the 
Canadian traffic got ling a fool hold in New 
York, or how the New York Ocitru] would 
be regarded for allying itself with a foreign 
line. The new alliance is not likely to im- 
prove the situation in trunk line territory, 
ami the chances are that the disturbances 
at Boston, Chicago and St. Paul will be re- 
peated.

REV- HOWARD CROSBY, CD. 

End of a Long and Busy L re, Filled with 
High Honors. 

New York, March 29.— -Dr. Howard 
Crosby died at 5:45 this evening. As the 
bells were tinging for vesper service of 
Easter day he asked, by signs, for paper, 
and wrote a few lines to his loved ones. 
The first words of this, his last writing, 
were, "I know 1 have to go- ' Dr. Howard 
Crosny was born in New York, Febiuaiy 
27, 1820, was the sou of Willi un Bedlow 
Crosby, the wealthy philanthropist. In 
1S01 he entered the ministry ol the Presby- 
terian church, an I in 1803 became pastor of 
the Fourth avenue Piesbyt rian church, 
Now York City, which he held up to the 
time of his death. He was chuneellnr of 
t-.e univers ty of New York from 1870 to 
1881, and a m imber of its c luueil coininu- 
ously since 1804. lie was chosen modera- 
tor of the general assembly of ihe Presby- 
terian chinch of the Uni'cd States in 1S73, 
and Was a delegate many rimes to that 
body. In 1S77 be was a delegate lo the 
first Presbyterian general council, at Edin- 
burgh. He took a lively interest and ex- 
ert d a benificont influence in public af- 
fairs, in addition to his work as an educa- 
tor und clergyman, being particularly ac- 
tive, and earn, st in advocating t inperanco 
us distinguished from lot a abstinence. 
Through the Society for the Prevention of 
Crime, whoso chief object is the reduction 
of the number of sdoous and the restriction 
of the liquor traffic, and ot which ha was 
president from Us orgunlzat.on, he did 
much iu influencing bgislat on an I thu mu- 
nicipal government ol his own city in ho 
far us it bus relation to the regulation of 
intemperance and crime.

Oregon's Deepest Lake. 
A party sent out by the Geological 
Survey under command of Captain 
Clarence E. Dutton, United States army, 
hats i ii 'seeded ia reaching and making' a 
complete survey of fritter lake in Ore- 
gun, a body of water whose shores, with 
the possible exception of one point on 
the south, have never before been 
touched by the feetof white men. The 
party's boats, says the New York Ob- 
server, were hauled a hundred miles by 
mule teams, dragged by a detail of sol- 
diers up the snow-clad sidesof the, ridge 
which surrounds the hike, and lowered 
by ropes from the crest to the water, 
nine, hundred feet below. One hundred 
and sixty .soundings were made, the re- 
sult of which gave tbe general charac- 
ter of the lake bottom. Two large sub- 
merged cinder cones were found, re- 
spectively eight hundred and twelve 
hundred feet high, the rest of the bot- 
tom being Hat. Captain Dutton believes 
this to be the deepest body of fresh 
water on tho continent. The greatest 
depth uttained by the sounding line was 
two thousand and five feet. 



Russian Landed Indebtedness. 

The latest report of tho Agricultural 
Haul; of ICiew gives n good idea of the 
indebtedness of Russian landed propri- 
etors. In Volhyniu alone thirty-one 
manors, with an aggregate area of 100,- 
00U acres, are about to come under the 
hammer. In the department of Kiew 
the number of manors to be sold is 
eighteen, and the total acreage 80,000. 
In all European Russia 9,000 land-own- 
ers are now bankrupt and their prop- 
erties are to be sold at auction within a 
few months.

To the Editor:- The National Bard of 
cJcotlaud said that "the best laid schemes 
>i mice and men gung aft ttgleo,"— and so it 
,rus to some extent with the last public 
ineciing, of which I propose to ex 

S'ain now, ill some detail, die chief object 
rieily, then: What was intended to be 
propo ed at the meeting, was,— 1. That 
committee be appointed to interview and 
memorialize the Provincial Government, 
and, if deemed expedient; petition the 
Legislative Assembly, to amend the general 
municipal act, or pass a special act respect 
ing the City of Victoria only, for the follow- 
ing purposes: 

1. Tliut the estimates of revenue and 
ixpendituio of the city bo published not 
•ftter than the 1st of March m each y 
and, perhaps, this year, not later than the 
1st of May, and such estimates to show the 
estimated current revenue or the city for 
ihe cm rent year, and the services for 
which it was intended to be appropriated; 
and ulsn contain the entire revenue that it 
was proposed to be raised by loaus to be 
pharged to capital account and the respec 
live services tor which such loans were to 
he appropriated. 

2. And that no loan by-law bo submit 
ted to thi! rate payers, for their assent, until 
it shull have been published at least two 
months, and every such by-law to fully and 
distinctly set forth the service or services 
,'or which the proceeds of the loan wero up- 

tropi iaicd. 

3. No such by-law to he valid and bind 
lg on the rate payers unless at least fifty 

one per cent, of the whole Dumber of the 
ratepayers on the last revised assessment 
roll of real estate for the city, who bona 
fide own and represent fifty-one per cent, of 
the total assessed value of the real estate on 
the last revised assessment roll of real 
estate for the city, shall have voted for such 
bylaw. 

4. That no by law to borrow money or 
make grants for any purpose whatever be 
submitted to the ratepayers later than the 
month of June in any year. 

It will lie observed that the duties that 
the committee were to be asked to perform 
were veiy simple. If the Provincial Gov- 
ernment concurred in their recommenda- 
tion, legislation would be had to prevent 
the reckless borrowing of money and the 
(peddling of bonuses, grants and guarantees 
throughout every mouth in I lie year, and 
particularly at the end and beginning of a 
civic year, possibly in order that soine as- 
pirants to seats in the council might secure a 
return. If the government did not concur, 
they might be induced to restrict the total 
amount of the civic debt to a fixed sum not 
subject to a sliding scale as at present. 

If we turn to the Civic estimates pub- 
lished in the CiiI.okrBT, in March, it will 
be perceivi d that the current revenue for 
1S91 is $261,255, and the expenditure out of 
current revenue is put down at $235,417. 
Not one word, however, is mentioned in 
them about revenue for civic services that 
it is proposed to he raised by loans. Now, 
no good and sufficient reason can be given 
why the funds for the services of the year, 
whether from current revenue or from 
loans, should not both appear in the annual 
estimates. If such were the case, when a 
ratepayer rend the estimates he would see 
the amount to be b irro a ed as well as the 
income timn current soui ces. As it is now, 
however, numerous loans and grants are 
mentioned on the streets and in the press 
amounting to over a million of dollars. The 
corporation has no fixed time in the year 
within which loan by-laws may be submit- 
ted for assent of the ratepayers. In 1889, 
f June, July and August was the time. Iu 
' 1890, four bonus by-laws were passed in 
January, one in September, mid four loan 
j by-laws in DeceinLcr, besides the extension 
I of the City Limits. 

I The proposal to confine the passing of 
1 loan by-laws to 6o«a jide ratepayers, repre- 
senting more than one half oi the total num- 
ber of rate piyeis, and who bona Jide repre- 
sent more than one half of the total value 
of the real estate on the last revised assess- 
jment roll, affords the best safeguard against 
the council plunging the city recklessly into 
debt,— and at the same time secures to the 
majority of the ratepayers so quulifhd a 
solid conservative influence in upholding 
the good name and public credit of the 
city. 

At present, merely a majority of the total 
number of ratepayers who may vote is ne- 
cessary to make a loan by-law valid. The 
following figures, supplied to me by Mr. 
Dewier, City Clerk, assisted by young Mas- 
ter Humphrey and tabulated by myself, 
show ihe danger of making loan by-laws 
valid by a mere majority of the ratepayers, 
who may vot:' quite irrespective of their 
proportion to the whole number on the as- 
sessment roll.

Now, Mr. Editor, is it not a "screaming 
farce " for tho Corporation to submit a by- 
law for the assent of the ratepayei s, say 
$300,000 for sewerage, to bo opposed by 131, 
carried by 240 majority, and leave out 
1,506 ratepayers who did not vote at all ? 
A glance through the figures seems to im- 
press one that tho Corporation possess a 
regular muehine for assenting to by-laws ; 
and that not till the ussent of a majority of 
the whole number of ratepayers be neces- 
s»ry to make a loan or franchise by-law 
valid, will tho mysteriously worked 
machine be Bet asido, and '.he 
city be provided with a sub- 
stantial safeguard against being over- 
whelmed with a public debt. Viewing 
what 1ms been done and what is proposed to 
be dono by the machine in the fairest light, 
and taking the most liberal view of the in— 
tenti us of the council, it is munifest that 
the property, rights und privileges of citizens 
are in jeopardy, and that it is time to cry : 
" Down brakes." In October last, Mr. J. 
J. Hill, president of the Great Northern 
Railway Co., visited Blaine, and the Blaine 
Journal of that date reports, among other 
things, that he said, viz.: " He spoke en- 
couragingly of the fruit industry — and 
warningly against getting tho city (Blaine) 
too deeply in debt 1" May Victorians 
apply Mr. Hill's advice here?

A SETTJLEhVS VIEW. 

To tiik Editor : —Having read sovcral 
letters in your paper lately concerning the 
game laws, I should like to make a few re- 
marks on the subject. All letters I have 
read are written from the sportsman's point 
of view. I am a great lover of sport, but I 
write from the settler's point of view, 
where all game is valued according to its 
usefulness as an article of food. Here we 
have exactly the same game laws as there 
are at Victoria and in all thickly settled 
portions of British Columbia. When deer 
and sheep are in season here, excepting for 
the first month or six week-, they are of 
smaller vidnc to us than they are at any 
other tiirw, us then the weather is getting" 
cold andS wc are uble to kill beef and have 
plenty tit 1 fresh meat. When the above 
mentioned animals would bo a perlect God- 
send to tha settler is during the hot summer 
months. Here we are so scattered and far 
apart that to kill beef then is out of tho 
question, us at least half of it would spoil 
(of course salt beef wo can always have). 
Then if a settler was allowed to kill a deer 
whenever ho could for fresh meat it would 
be such a treat. He would not be able to 
kill many during the summer, as here the 
deer are able to take pret'y good care cf 
themselves, and settlers have very littlo> 
time to spare during that season of tho 
year, and in Juno, July and AutU3i the 
Iiucks are ftt ! ,,lc ' r I** 8 * Whftt few the 
whites woulu kill would make no difference 
compared to the BunibSf? th « Intliuns kill 
during all times of the year, aB "»V ai 
restricted in any way, whatever; in f* t, if 
they were not allowed to hunt during iho 
close season for game they would have to bo 
fed by the government or starve. As fa- as 
mountain sheep are Concerned, it Se. :ns 
absu. d to protect them here, ai the moun- 
tains are rough und precipitous, and Cod 
made the mountains and sheep, and 
whether the sheep were made for tho 
mountains, or the mountains for tho 
sheep, I know not. Anyhow, the 
latter are perfectly able to take care of 
themselves, and their numbers can never 
be seriouslv affected here by tho hunter.aud 
a inun earns every sheep he gets ihiee or 
four times oyer, In fact, few white men 
are piiyiicully to make a success of 

sheep minting. If Mr". Hunter knew any. 
thing about this part of the province, he 
would never propose to protect some kinds 
of game in the way he does in his letter of 
Febi nary 13th. 

What we wish for, is to have equal rights 
with the Indians. At present, in this .dis- 
trict, wo are preserving the gume for tho 
Indians, and it is only during the la.-t year 
we have had the game laws enforced herb. 
I grant that, in the course of time, deer will 
be killed out of the Kootenay valley by the 
Indians alone, without any r.elp from the 
white man. As far us mountain goat are 
concerned, white men will never bother 
them, as they are v.due'ess, the hide being 
worth next to nothing and the meat nothing 
at all, und in certain parts ot this country 
there are any quant. ty. I hav.- seen, moro 
than onee, over a hundred in a bund. Al- 
lowance must be mtide for us in this coun- 
try. Wo have v.'iy few of tho oom'orti of 
civilization, andthe stores here, thuugh excel- 
lent of their kind, do not sell fi esb moat, und 
canned goods are a trifle expensive for a 
settler. Beans und bacon, suit bo f and 
potatoes get awfully monotonous iu hot 
weather. ICgus can be bought in limited 
quantities at six bits und a dollar a dozen, 
so it is needh fls to remark they are not 
often indulged m. Of the feathered tribe, 
there is only one member I should liko to 
see, outside the piotecied list, and ihat is 
the blue grouse. It comes into ihe valley 
in the end of March or early in April, and 
remains till eariy in August, when it re- 
turns to the mountains ami remains on the 
summits for tho rest of the year, so during 
the season for killing grouse few.il uny, 
are killed, us no man is going to climb 
mountains iu,Bt to kill a few grnUSO, so 
practically they may never be killed, and 
they are by lur the most plentiful of all tlio 
grouse in the country ; but, in eon«qnenoa 
of the game laws, it is perfectly v. ueie.ii 
to tho sottler, Of course, h<-re no t mison 
or nny wil l meat 6t for fool of uny k ml 
is ever wasted, the Indians especially baing 
very careful in saving meat.

Unionism which would compel all working- 
men to belong to unions, and winch will 
not permit employers to employ non-union 
men. It makes enemies for itself both 
among workingmen who are bound to re- 
main free, an. 1 antong capitalists who « ill 
not Biibmit to dictation. Tliis it has done 
in Great Britain and in Australia. There 
are now strong combinations of employers in 
those countries, and there arc indications 
tlmt similar combinations aro being formed 
in the United States. 

The New Unionism will not, we are quite 
sure, promote the onuso of labor. Its 
great Weapon is compulsion and it places its 
chief dependence on coercion — coercion of 
workingmen und coercion cf employer?. 
The coerced working men will make mem- 
bers who are not to bo depended upon in u 
time of stress and trial, and the employers 
will resist coercion by combination and by 
all other means within their power. The 
reflecting render will see that there are in 
the New Union system element! of weakness, 
and ho will ba safe in predicting that its 
career will be short. 

We do not see why workingmen should he 
ready to abandon the means by which their 
combinations have become strong. They 
have grown to their present importance by 
voluntary organization. -Men were free to 
join the Unions and free to remain out of 
thotn. The Unions being composed of 
volunteers were strong morally us well 
numerically. Is not the law of freedom as 
effective now as it, was ten years ago V The 
old way is no doubt the better way. Free 
dom makes {fiends, but coercion creates 
enemies.

To starve a man, to 
alfix a stigma to him, and to muke 
him a vagabond and a wanderer on the face 
of the earth is a. punishment terrible in its 
severity. Yet this is the punishment in- 
flicted on a workingtnan by workingmen, 
and for what? For rt fu.-ing to join a labor 
combination, or disobeying tho orders of 
such a combination. This is not an offence 
against either tie laws of God or the laws 
of nmn, yet the penalty attached to it is more 
sevi re und harder to bear than any which 
the law inflicts. Tho crime which the New 
Unionists have manufactured is one that 
the best man that breaks the world's bread 
may at some time find it liis duly to com- 
mit. 

What woutd be thought of the Legisla- 
ture which would make BOme act, that is 
now considered innocent, a crime, nod pun- 
ish not only the man who committed it, bi.t 
all who aio dependent on him? Such a

.-1 HEA IT TAX. 

Some figures in the Sun Francisco Exam- 
iner of the 25th inst show that the duty 
on coal is, in California at any rate, not pro- 
tective, but a tax on consumption which 
many on the Pacific coast must find to be 
not a little burdensome. Tito total amount 
of co;.l mined on the Pacific const south of 
the boundary line is 1,179,003 ton-. M> oh 
of this is very poor stuff", indeed. San Fran- 
cisco alone consumes 1,351,937. So this one 
city consumes 200,000 tons more thou is 
pr< duced by all the United States Pacific 
coast mines. The coal consumption in the 
coast States is considerably over thrc 
millions of toils, so that they were obliged 
to import moid than half the coal they used, 
and had to pay tome 8700,000 for the privil- 
ege. Now as coa! is one of the prime neces- 
saries of life, ami a raw material of most 
manufactures, there is no earthly reason, 
why our neighbors should place this 
burden upon themselves. 3"h 
coal they must have, wherevt ; 
it comes from, and whatever price they are 
compelled to pay for it. They were forced 
1 1 get their conl from many parts of the 
world, and to pay heivily for it. The con- 
sumers p*id the coal 'my. There c-vu be 
no que-tioil about that. Besides, many 
householders, railways and manufacturing 
concerns wore, forced to use inferior home 
produced coal that might, had coal been 
free, have used superior imported coal. 
This was, perhaps, why the duty was im- 
posed. It was hard on the Americana to 
be obliged to u^e hod coil and to pay sevi n 
or eight hundred thousand dollars besides, 
merely in order that a coal ring or tw.. 
might make big profits. This is carrying 
the principle of protection a little too far. 
The coal duty benefits very few indeed, 
while it is an inconvenience and a burden to 
many industries that ought to be fostered, 
and to the whole urban population.

NEAPOLITAN CONVENTS. 

OfTlelal investigations Which Modify tho 
Early Reports of Unspeakable Horrors, 

Tho horrors of life in tire two con- 
vents of Naples have recently formed 
the (subject of animadversions by the 
anti-clerical journals in Naples. These 
reports coming 1 to the knowledge of the 
proeuratorc del re have led to the de- 
termination to investigate the estab- 
lishments in order to ascertain tho 
foundation of tho accusations. 

"One of the convents," says the Lon- 
don Times' correspondent, "is known as 
the Thirty-three, though the number of 
the inmates has been reduced to twen- 
ty-nine, of whom only sixteen are nuns, 
the rest being- rather servants; the 
other is called the' Sepolte Vivo— buried 
alive.

Does CorroHpo rioi ; on the Typewriter 
ChaiiKO the style. 

The 1,1 I ner, of the Boston Tran- 
script, after a good deal of observation, 
is quite sure that tin- typewriter is a 
bad thing- for the literary stylo; but of 
course he could not pretend that the 
literary stylo of every author who uses 
it is injuriously alfectcd by writing 
with a miu bine. The diction of certain 
writers mig-ht even lie improved by il. 
The Listener is convinced that, as a 
general thing, the typewriter produces 
a sort of staccato, disconnected, jerky 
style: to change the metaphor, ;i flesh- 
less and bony style, and awkward 
withal. What is written with lie- ma- 
chine .seldom has the case and express- 
iveness that tin- same author's hand- 
writing- might have possessed. 

Tin- special word by word planning 
that goes with it, la- it ever so slight 
and oven unconscious, does get in the 
wuy of free expression, and there is a 
tendency in the writer to thinh out his 
sentences less thoroughly, and even to 
use stereotyped expression! . :\ hich fall 
in more conveniently with one's prac- 
tice. In spile of all thai may be said 
by operators about the pri < v: s becom- 
ing "instinctive"' after a time, it could 
not possibly become as completely 
instinctive as hand-writing is unless 
everybody wrote from childhood with 
the typewriter and nothing but the 
typewriter. And oven if everybody 
did, il might require generations before 
tin operation could become as instinct- 
ive with civilized people:, as hand writ- 
ing is. 

AN ANCIENT TIMEPIECE. 

A Silver Watch Tint Rail Laid Then 
Over One Hundred Years. 

A silver watch that appears to have 
been rest in on the bottom of the Mer- 
rimac river, near Lawrence, Mass.. for 
a century or two was found by Charles 
lllaekwoll recently, says tin- Jewelers'

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HEALTHY HEBREWS. 

Faota Concerning Their Methods 
of Butchering. 



Their Strict Adherence to Sanitary Law* 
the Principal Ueason for Their 
Not Eating the Flesh 
of Swim'. 

A Cincinnati reporter has been inter- 
viewing some of the Hebrew slaughter- 
houses of that city, and this is some of 
tho talk he extracted: Said one pro- 
prietor: ""We hang all our cattle up by 
the hind lops and then cut the throat. 
The Hobrows prefer this to the hor- 
rible butchering done by the average 
bnteher. We object to causing unneccs- 
s: ry pain. As a rule our people buy of 
their own butchers. The habit, how- 
ever, is growing less and less, and now 
it is only the very religious people who 
adhere to this rule. 

•'Immigrants aro tho same way. I 
keep one butcher who kills for no one 
but the Russian Hebrews. These peo- 
ple are very conscientious in this mat- 
ter, and will eat nothing from my 
shop but what is killed by this man. 
Pork is eaten by plenty of our people. 
Of course, the laws that gov- 
ern us in such things were' made 
by Moses for health purposes alone. 
That was a good while ago. Nearly 
everybody eats pork now — many simply 
because they do not respect their relig- 
ion, i know of one instance that hap- 
pened only a few days ago of a young 
Hebrew who took home some quails 
that lie had bought in market, but his 
Wife would uot cook them because 
they bed been shut. One reason 
Hebrews are so healthy is that they pay 
attention to sanitary laws, and their 
health is the first consideration. They 
are good eaters and drinkers, though, 
and believe in enjoying life." 

"How do methods of butchering in 
this country differ from those of Eu- 
rope?" 

"Not at all. The difference is in the 
cattle. Over forty per cent, of European 
m?' ! is dir.?P.sed. 1 have followed 
butchering - in Germany, and have been 
in this country for thirty years, and 1 
can honestly say that not two per cent, 
of American cattle are diseased. In 
Europe the stock are kept in tight 
K*-! bles lu order to fatten them quickly. 
They do not know whet it is to get pure 
air and fresh ;p*ass. Butchers there 
employ men who inflate the lungs of all 
cattle killed, and if the skin is not air- 
tight the meat is condemned and sold as 
condemned meat. Other persons buy it, 
but not the Hebrews. In the United 
KUites this method of examining the 
lungs was kept up for many years, but 
is seldom done now. The live-stock in- 
spector-is sufficient guard for our cat- 
tle. In our establishment, where we 
kill hundreds of cattle every day, we 
ref'is lv ° folma <J,1, 3' three in the last five.

Our children are 
taught to be very careful an:! to guard 
against to! 1 by over-exercising ami by 
drinking eold water or any such over- 
indulgence'.." 

Said a prominent Hebrew: "Forme to 
say that 1 am healthy because I do not 
eat pork would be ridiculous. I have 
never eaten pork, not because of relig- 
ions scruples, but because of sanitary 
reasons. 1 consider the hog a horrid an- 
imal and my own sense revolts against 
eating its flesh. However, when -Moses 
made the law against eating the flesh of 
swine he did it as a sanitary measure, 
and not a 1 ; a religious one. There are 
plenty of Hebrews to-day wno eat pork, 
and are perfectly healthy, despite that 
fact. Trichina! are found in the meat 
of the hog. as arc likewise the bacilli 
tuberculosis. Why, then, should we 
persist iu eating that which, to say the 
least, is dangerous? If the bacilli arc 
transmitted in the blood, it is suicide to 
put them into our own bodies. As a 
precautionary measure alone it is well 
net to eat pork. Orthodox Hebrews, 
however, abstain from eating pork from 
purely religious motives. The Hebrews, 
as a rule, have persisted in their regard 
for the dietary laws, and the result is 
au increased vitality, winch is growing 
trreater every day." 

Commerce of tho Amazon. 

According to recent news from Brazil, 
says the New York Sun. there are now 
Bixty steamers plying on the Amazon, 
nearly all of them belonging to Hritish 
capitalists: and we learn that this com- 
mercial fleet will be greatly enlarged 
before the end of another year through 
British enterprise. Many of these steam- 
ers arc of heavy tonnage, and are more 
stanehly built than those that ply on 
the Mississippi. They carry on busi- 
ness with the towns along the banks 
of the Amazon, and some of them trav- 
erse its main nflluents, the Rio Negro 
and Hio Madeira, while others go so far 
up toward its navigable head-waters 
that there is now a probability of its 
soon becoming a highway for Peruvians 
bound for Europe. A steamer trip 
across the continent from the vicinity 
of the Andes mountains to any place at 
the embouchure of the Amazon, and a 
voyage from thence up the Atlantic 
through the West India islands to the 
port of New York, might take up two 
months of time, but would certainly 
give the traveler a spectacular panora- 
ma that could not be found elsewhere 

on the globe. ^ 

Queen Victoria's Molds. 

Queen Victoria has live maids to assist 
at her toilet, viz.: three dressers and 
two wardrobe women. We are told 
also by high authority that the senior 
dresser, who has been many years with 
her Majesty, is especially charged with 
the task of conveying orders to differ- 
ent; tradespeople— jewelers, drapers and 
dress-rankers; one dresser and one ward- 
robe woman are in constant attendance 
on the Queen, taking alternate days. 
All this when the royal lady is well and 
in good spirits. At other times the 
maids ore made to retire to the lower 
apartments and told to stay there until 
callod for. 



WHEN "BOB" BURDETTE CRIED. 

V Faded Lithograph H rings Tender 
Memories, 

In speaking of Robert I. liurdctte, the 
Chicago Mail has the following touch- 
ing scene from the great humorist's life, 
which recalls a. story told me the other 
day by a young college friend attending 
school in an Indiana town. Said he: 

"1 was chairman of our lecture course 
committee last year. Burdette was 
billed to deliver a humorous lecture and 
the sale of seats was* unusually large. 
The afternoon of the day of the lecture 
came and we had heard nothing from 
Burdette. While we were speculating 
concerning his whereabouts and tho 
time be would arrive, a telegram was 
handed mo. It was from Burdette and 
simply stated that it would be impos- 
sible for him to keep his appointment 
with us. We were sadly disappointed. 
It was too late to make a public an- 
nouncement and we decided that the 
best thing to do was to say nothing un- 
til time for the lecture to begin and then 
make a statement to the audience. But 
within a half hour I received a second 
dispatch from the lecturer. It was as 
brief as its predecessor and simply said 
that he expected to arrive at seven 
o'clock and would fill bis appointment. 

"The lecture was a success. I had 
heard Burdette several times, and I 
never heard him when he did better 
work upon the platform. 

"Afterward I visited him at his room 
in the hotel. 

"'1 suppose you were somewhat mys-

" 'Oh, no,' I replied; 'I supposed you 
had missed connections or were sick.' 

" 'Well,' he said, 'you were wrong.

It was eold 
and cheerless. I sat down upon a bench 
and tried to be as comfortable e.s possi- 
ble under the circumstances. Suddenly 
my eye caught a lithograph pasted upon 
the opposite wall. It was a railway 
advertisement containing a picture of a 
woman's head. It bore a striking re- 
semblance to my dead wife. 1 thought. 
The longer I gazed the plainer this 
likeness became. It seemed to me that 
my wife was looking at me right 
through that picture. 1 tried to shake 
off the feeling. I walked around the 
room and paced npand down the plat- 
form outside, b::* all to no purpose. 1 
seemed to be fascinated by that litho- 
graph and was drawn to it irresistibly. 
A thousand old tender memories came 
back t 1 me, and 1 found myself crying 
like a child. 

" 'Suddenly I recalled my engagement 
to come here and lecture. 1 felt that 1 
could not do it. I believed thai it was 
utterly impossible for me to piease an 
audience while 1 felt thus, and so I sent 
you a message saying- I would not be 
here. But I had a good cry — my tra in 
came in — I picked up my grip and got 
aboard. At the next station 1 sent you 
a telegram telling you when I would 
arrive. A nd you know the rest." 

AN ANCIENT PROBLEM SOLVED 

Huron Von Muller :iinl the Cure of Snuke- 

PolnouhiK. 

The Governor-General of India re- 
cently received a communication from 
Baron von Muller, an eminent scientific 
authority of Melbourne, announcing 
that he has discovered the real cause 
and effective cure of snake-poisoning. 

Hitherto, says the London Standard, 
the mode in which the venom of ser- 
pents produced fatal effects has been a 
mystery. The elaborate series of ex- 
periments carried out by the Victorian 
savant have, be states, not only ren- 
dered it clear how the poison operated 
In producing death, but have pointed 
out a remedy which, when applied in 
time, will save the life of the patient. 

According to Herr von Muller the 
venom of serpents does not destroy the 
tissue of the body, but has merely a 
dynamic effect, suspending the action 
of the motor and vasomotor nerve cen- 
ters. This discovery at once indicated 
that the propT kind of antidote would 
be something that would "stimulate and 
increase the functional activity of these 
nerve centers." 

The remedy is supplied by strych- 
nine, which is directly antagonistic in 
its action to snake poison. Herr von 
Muller has implied strychnine upon a 
large number of persons bitten by 
tiger-snakes and other venomous ser- 
pents, and wit h invariable success. 

The way in which he employs it is to 
insert ten or twenty minims of the drug' 
under the skin of the patient, and re- 
peat t he operation every fifteen minutes 
until slight muscular spasms are pro- 
duced, these being an unfailing sign 
that t he patient is out of danger. Large 
doses of strychnine may be injected 
into the blood of a person who has been 
bitten without producing any injury un- 
til it has completely neutralized the ef- 
fect, of tlu' snake poison. 

The importance of this discovery, if 
confirmed, can hardly be overrated. In 
India, where twenty thousand persons 
are killed by poisonous serpents every 
year, Baron von Midler's communica- 
tion has naturally been received with 
the deepest interest. 

Pottl'ti Big Muslo-Ilox. 
One of the curiosities of that sumptu- 
ous palace in the Welsh mountains 
where Mme. Adetina Patti retires from 
time to time to rest after her triumphs, 
is a gigantic orchestrion, says a London 
paper. This wonderful piece of mech- 
anism comprises in itself all the instru- 
ments of a grand orchestra, and with its 
aid the queen of song can rehearse any 
one of her roles. The orchestrion is 
the invention of a Herman. Just before 
Christmas something went wrong with 
the huge musical box, but the maker, 
happening to be in England, soon set it 
right again. It was the first ever con- 
structed in this country. 

Stalactite Caverns in Africa. 

NearTanga, in German East Africa, 
an important series of stalactite cav- 
erns has been lately discovered. They 
are in a system of Jurassic limestone 
and it is said the caverns surpass any 
similar ones in Europe, both in extent 
and size. Millions of bats seem to be 
the only present occupants of the in- 
terior.

Settlers 
look upon all these things and advantages 
as priceless blessings, to obtain which u little 
extra labor ia of small moment. They find, 
too, their ability to live at very small cost, 
there being around them so many things 
necessary to existence, which tln-y may take 
without let oi hindrance. They areindeed the 
set tiers', and they soon become independent. 
My unonymous friend will fiinl these people 
to'be very sensible indeed, seeing that they 
obtain what they retpiire and suits their 
taste. 

Vancouver Island most undoubtedly is 
one of the most beautiful and healthful 
places on the earth, whether we look tt its 
own beauties or at the magnificent scenery 
of mountain or sea, to be seen therefrom. 
My anonymous friend will find that the 
wise will settle in this enchanting place, for 
there is something more in life than the 
mere chase for dollars. Why on earth is 
Anonymous himself here ? A man and fam- 
ily, as soon as they have four or five acres 
of luml cultivated, can und indeed do find 
plenty to eat and some for sale from those 
few acres, particularly with the aid of a cow 
und a few chickens. They live simply but 
comfort ilily, and only roughing it at first. 
Depend upon it, u man's labor is well und 
profitably used iu clearing land for his own 
use and support. After a man has expend- 
ed four or five hundred dollars' worth of 
labor, he, is iu the position of a man with a 
good business ; his future is certain to im- 
prove year after year, provided he continue 
industrious — he must not faint by the w^iy. 
It is indeed strange bow little it takes to 
exi<t — most people have something to learn 
in this respect. 1 tell you Vancouver Island, 
Pacific Britain, will be rendered arable and 
the home of thousands ; I sco even now hun- 
dreds of fields which were once forest ; 
every year seeing a greater number redeem- 
ed Irom the domineering woods. How much 
may h ive been the cost of cultivating this 
ground no one, not even the owner, knows ; 
for no one keeps a record of the value or 
quantity of his labor. The settler lives well 
and comfortably. Does the ordinary human 
being do more 'i One thing is certain, the 
country is so much the richer fur their 
labor— every cleared a ire being worth yearly 
in produce six'y dollars to the country. 
Cultivate the million acres ; they will yieid 
sixty million dollars annually. Isit not worth 
while, then, to offer every inducement to 
people to como und produce'; Give them 
tifty acres or more of bush land for nothing 
as soon us they can show that they have 
cleared and cultivated say four. To clear 
and cultivate four and build a hut will cost 
in labor four or five hundred dollars and 
the country will be richer by this much, and 
the four acres will produce two bundled 
and forty dollars inure ! What a trifle to 
tho Government the income from the sale of 
land must lie when compared with this. To 
charge for the lund is penny wise and pound 
foolish. How much more profitable to i In- 
Government and country to have producers; 
the income of the Government would he 
vastly greater year after year from the pro- 
duce than from the land. I tell you again 
I again, Vancouver Island can be made 
aruble by settlers, provided the Government 
encourages settlement — look after settlers as 
a householder does for servants ; show them 
the house — i. e. the land and house— and 
depend upon it, once settled they will re- 
main and enlarge their boundaries. Ob, 
when will the Vancouver Island Railway be 
extended to the North ? J.S.H.

Mr. Herbert Stanton .Proven One Too Many 
For an Amateur Burglar. 

Mr. Herbert Stanton, the Lieuti -Gov- 
ernor's ]>i'iv ite secret iry, is the hero of a 
really exciting adventuie He has in t, sur- 
rounded, an i handed over to the custody of 
the p dice a genuine burglar, with stolen 
coin in his p oket to strengthen the elc u- 
cise against him. The plucky c, pi tire was 
the huul n of street g.ins p everywh re, \es- 
terday, and, as a result, Mr. Stanton has 
had inoie praise heap d up m his he id than 
his mod. sty will allow him to enjoy. 

The s oiy is not a iong o e. Going homo 
at about ttiree o'clock, Sunday iiiorniiii , Mr. 
Stanton saw, us he approached Ca eyC-sile, 
a light moving in the rooms on the ground 
floor, lie at once slide qtiiet y to a room 
a id investigated. Within, was a man of 
m ddlc a'c, an entire stranger to him, and, 
evidently oeut on burglttiV, from the fact 
that he had lomovod his shoe, and also lna 
coat. Grasping the situation at once, Mr. 
Stanton as quietly withdrew fiom the win- 
do*, und posted with ah Speid to the near- 
est neighbor, Mr. Reefer's, with the inten- 
tion of telephoning f,,r th police, lie soon 
gained acca.-s to the telephoue, nut, unfor- 
tunately for his pan, ttia ceiiltal office 
w uld no - re pond — th'u operator probably 
being aslc p. 

Not wishing to let his man escipe, Mr. 
Stanton n g"t atcd the loan of a revolver 
with Mr. K.ee e , and thus armed, deter- 
mined to capture the burglar himseif. He 
awoke the g.rdner and coachman, who live 
in quat ters >oine li tie di-t nice fiom Gov- 
ernment House, and Laving t'lem on guard 
ut the door, crept sil. lit y into the li use, 
revolver in hand. 1L: could hear the in- 
truder coniiitg ulniig the passage, and s > he 
wa ted, und c infrontiiig him suddently wi'h 
bis weapon, orde ed "hands up." Taken 
complet ly by suipnse tin burg ar promptly 
obeyed the c iininand, hututtlie sunu nine 
blew out the light. To scare him and to 
hive a little nglit oti the subject us well, 
Mr. Stanton died a shot at ihe Hour. Then 
as his burglar bp attempted to slide past 
him io libe ty, he c'.oted with him and u 
Wres ling mat :b nisu. d, which differed very 
much ftoni the majority of professional 
match's, inasmuch us it was no fike. The 
private secretary loon found himseif on top, 
and liy this time them n lei t at the door were 
also on the sp it, Tin; ouptive was tietl up 
andtli.pol.ee iveru communicated with by 
telephone, the Central tins time respond ng. 
lna little while officers drove up in a hack, 
and the rope wuh replaced by the handcuffs. 

On b ing searched ai poue headquarters, 
a >pid • guin a, the pi ope ty of the Gover- 
nor, was found in t le prison r's pocket, and 
it was not d nied that ith.d been taken 
from one of the drawers in the cattle. John 
Slu irt was the name entered in the charge 
book, and the pris mer niudo no att. nipt to 
deny that it was the true one. He is well- 
known in town, and would be one of i lie 
lasi men in the world one would connect 
with a burglary. He came here from On- 
tario sotn : years ago, and for eighteen 
months was employed at the Colonial hotel 
by Mr. Thomas Tugwell. Then he joined 
the Y. M. C. A., an I seemed work ut his 
trade — that of a cabinet -maker. Lately he 
his beeu drinking heavily. He found no 
dilliculty in gaining an entrance to Govern- 
in i t House, as tho windows were but in- 
securely fastened, it ii he ieved thut be 
will in .ke a statement at ill" police couit 
examination, th s mor ing, and plead guilty 
When put upon his trial.
